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The Irom Guard has managed to maintain its nationelist, anti-Communist, and 
anti-semitic organization since its collapse in 1940. 


Up to the sumer of 1948 the group was headed in Rumenia by Commender Nicolae 
Petrascu in Bucharest. FPetrascu’s lieutenant in Bucharest was a lawyer named 
Chioranu. The district chiefs were as follais;

A nation-wide student orgenizetion, Fratii de Cruce (Brothers of the Cross), 
wes orgenized for the education of boys aged 12 to 19.

Another nation-wide group was orgenized for university students over 19 or 20 
years of gt This group wes headed by Dre Antom Ciornei in Bucharest.

Ciornei left Rumenia clandestinely for Yuroslevie in November 1948 and left 
that country in April 1949 for Austrias Me is believed to be in Salzburg at 
present.

Dobrudja in the summer of 1948 and is now believed to bo operating under cover 
in Bucharest. 
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The organizetion outside Rumania is headed by Horia Sima whe hed been 
travelling in Germany, Austria, France, Tvalys and Spain, end was last heard 
of in France. Moria Sima's lieutenant, Vasile TInsinschi, a former pharmacist 
from R¥@auti, Bucovina, hed been in ledrid, but is believed to be elsewhere 
at present «
